The board of education yesterday added to 
the curriculum of the public high schoolethe 
study of sex hygiene. By amendment to the 
original resolution the name of the study 
was changeg.to personal purity.“ 

The action was teten on a report of Supt. 
Ella Flagg Young and sanctioned by the 
school management committee. It was 
adopted by a vote of 11 to 2. Those who 
voted against were Mrs. John MacMahon 
and Trustee Thomas Kelly. Trustee Harry 
A. Lipsky, active in opposing the new sub- 
ject, was absent. 


Instruction Begins in Fall. 

Instruction in the new subject will begin 
with the opening of the coming autumn 
term. The report carried an appropriation 
of $10,000 out of the contingent fund for sal- 
aries of the instructors. 

Trustee Jacob M. Loeb, father of the 
original resolution, presented the amend- 
ment changing the name of the study. The 
amendment also provides that if, as a re- 
sult of the successful teaching of this sub- 
ject in the high schools, it be deemed ad- 
visable to extend the work to the upper 
grades of the elementary schools, the super- 
intendent be instructed to prepare a plan 
for the carrying of the work into the ele- 
mentary schools, this plan to be submitted 
for approval to the committee on school man- 
agement.. 

By the terms of the report as adopted by 
the board specialists in sex hygiene shall 
give a course of three lectures to all high 
school pupils. After December, 1913, and 
druing the spring term of 1914, the lectures 
mall be given in first year classes in 
hygiene, physiology, or biology.

Inhabitants of Mill Valley Watch 
Steady Approach—Fighters Help- 
less Before Creeping Furnace.

CHILD KILLED; 
AUTOIST FLEES 


Extinguishes Lights on Car 
and Escapes After Learn- 
ing of Victim’s Death. 


SISTER TRIES RESCUE. 


Somewhere in Chicago is a man whose 
automobile killed a 5 year old boy. The man 
ran the little boy down at Thirty-ninth street 
and Grand boulevard. He stopped his car 
after running forty feet beyond the child's 
body. He helped to carry the small form into 
a drug store, where he learned the child was 
dead. Then the man slipped from the crowd, 
extinguished all the lights on his automobile 
and drove away. 

The boy was George McArdle, son of Peter 
C. McArdle, president of the Knickerbocker 
Concrete company. Mr. McArdle lives at 
3644 Grand boulevard. The boy, with his 
brother Charles, 7 years old, and his sister 
Mary, 9, slipped away from their home to 
buy some soda water. The parents did not 
know the children had gone until Charles and 
Mary came running home screaming hysteri- 
eally. 

Girl’s Story of Tragedy. 


According to Mary the trio had almost 
reached Thirty-ninth street on Grand boule- 
vard, when they decided to cross to the other 
side. George scooted ahead. His brother 
and sister followed. Neither of them saw 
the automobile, which was running south on 
the west driveway. 

Just before the machine struck George his 
sister Mary saw it and screamed. 

She caught Charles by the arm and 
dragged him back. The machine threw 
George's body ten feet in the air. The car 
went on about forty feet before the driver 
stopped. The man sprang out. He and 9 
year old Mary reached the child's side at 
the same time. Seeing the blood Mary 
screamed and fied. 

Several passersby, among them John 
Hirsch, brother of Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, car- 
ried the boy into a nearby drug store. His. 
skull was crushed and his ribs were broken. 
A physician said death was instantaneous.

Washington, D. C., she 9.—The special 
senate committee today continued its inquiry 
into the activities of lobbyists concerned 
with the sugar and wool schedules of the 
tariff bill. 

A. D. Baldwin, a Cleveland attorney, testi- 
fied that in Washington talking to congress- 
men about the sugar tariff he represented

A. S. Smith of Tennille, Ga., president of 
the state branch of the Farmers’ union, was 
questioned about a meeting of a committee 
of the National Farmers“ union at New Or- 
leans last spring at which a scheme to in- 
crease the consumption of cotton was to be 
discussed. He testified that his expenses 
there were paid by R. D. Bowen, president 
of the Texas branch of the union. President 
Barrett of the national organization was not 
present. 


Farmers’ Aid Always Sought. 

H. H. Mobley of Prairie Grove, Ark., presi- 
dent of the state Farmers’ union, said he 
was at the New Orleans meeting called by 
Bowen. He signed a telegram to the Arkan- 
sas senators at Bowen's dictation asking for 
a hearing for Arkansas cotton interests.

MAY BRING LAMAR TO TIME. 
New York, July 9.—United States District 
Attorney Marshall admitted today that he 
was investigating the activities of David 
Lamar with a view to bringing them to the 
attention of the grand jury if the facts war- 
rant.

Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.]—An- 
nouncement Was made at the White House 

tonight that President Wilson, on next Mon- 
day afternoon, will meet the representatives 
of the eastern trunk lines and representa- 
tives of the brotherhoods of railway opera- 
tives, who are now seriously reatening to 
tie up the transportation facilities of a large 
part of the country through a strike. 

The conference at the White House has 
been arranged as the result of a joint request 
by the railroads and the union employés. Its 
chief purpose 16 to represent to President 
Wilson the urgent necessitiy ot the adoption 
by congress of an amendment to the Erdman 
act which will open a way for the settlement 
by arbitration, or mediation, of the differ- 
ences which now threaten a disastrous 
strike. 


Statements from Both Sides. 

New York, July 9.—Long conferences of 
the. eastern railroads’ conductors and train- 
men's representatives were held at their 
headquarters today, but the only develop- 
ment bearing upon the threatened strike of 
the 100,000 men involved in the wage dispute 
with the forty-two roads was a statement by 
President W. G. Lee of the trainmen’s broth- 
erhood containing further arguments for the 
increases demanded.

Reader writes: What should be done to 
a man or woman who has been overheated or 
overcome by the heat?

If the shock is profound, proceed as follows: 

1. Have the person lie down with ice or ice 
water to the head. 

2. Loosen the clothing. 

3. See that there is plenty of cool air. 

4. As quickly as possible get him into a tub of 
cold water and apply ice to his head or wrap him 
in ice cold sheets. 

5. Give thirty drops of aromatic spirits of 
ammonia in a small glass of water. 

By this time the doctor should have arrived. 

If the heat stroke is milder and the skin is hot, 
bathe the face in alcohol and water, or in plain 
cold water; turn on an electric fan and give a 
dose of aromatic spirits of ammonia. 

If the shock is still less, rest in the open air in 
the shade may be all that is required. 

After a heat stroke, or sunstroke, always see 
your physician, for sometimes effects trail after.

Government authority, 
as well as tribal authority and organization, 
is in complete dissolution.

The sole industry that seems to thrive is 
the despoiling of caravans and the murder 
and robbery of chance travelers. 
Provincial governors, after cornering the 
grain and then proceeding to collect the taxes 
of the district for their own particular bene- 
fit, without regard to the national treasury, 
are rebelled against and murdered by the 
starving populace, which embarks upon a 
perfect orgy of plunder and riot. 
The only quarter in Persia where anything 
ike order can be said to exist is in those 
northern districts where the Russians have 
already established large gartisons, which 
have saved Tabriz and other cities in the 
north from destruction. 
It only remains now for Russia to still fur- 
ther extend its military occupation t through- 
out that moiety of the kingdom which is its 
sphere, and for Great Britain to devote a por- 
tion of its fine Indian army to the seizure of 
the whole of southern Persia [recognized s 
ite. sphere], where trade is now completely 
at a standstill. .

The collection contains the finest engraved 
diamond in the world, engraved with the 
arms of England.

Subcommittee of Council Body 


Reports Favorably to Pro- 
jected Suburban Line. 


Attorney John E. Vannatta, who has an 
office at 4400 Milwaukee avenue, where his 
telephone number is Irving 374, yesterday ap- 
peared as counsel for a proposed interurban 
railway company seeking entrance into Chi- 
cago. He also said he was a stockholder 
in the company. 

The franchise of the company was intro- 
duced in the council several months ago by 
Ald. Frank J. Wilson, who has an office at 
4400 Milwaukee avenue, where his telephone 
number is Irving 374. He also was a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee that recommended 
to the local transportation committee yes- 
terday the granting of the franchise. 


Who Is Back of Offer? 

Several weeks ago the alderman said he 
had introduced the ordinance at the request 
of some of his constituents because the 
terminal proposed for the railway would be 
in bis ward—the Twenty-seventh. He had 
difficulty in recalling the names of any of 
the men back of the proposition, 
The subcommittee that Acted favorably on 
the franchise included in addition to Wilson, 
Ald.

The company could cross streets with 
100 feet of tracks. 

After the tracks are elevated—within 
twenty years—as many tracks as desired 
could be built. 

Poles and wires for transmitting current 
could be strung in and across all the 
streets of the city. 

The company is known as the Chicago and 
Northern Interurban company.. The road 
within the city as proposed would begin at 
California, Elston, and Belmont avenues and 
run north along the drainage canal to the 
city limits, with a branch at Foster avenue 


running northwest to Norwood Park anda | 
third branch from Forest Glen along Bryn 
Mawr avenue to the limits.

Dyes for Calpet Rags. 


In answer to a call for dyes for carpet rags, 
these recipes are compounded by an eminent 
chemist, Dr. Chase. I have tested them to my 
own satisfaction. , 


BLUE FOR CARPET RAGS—Four ounces 
prussiate potash, two copperas, two nitric acid. 
Dissolve in warm soft water, enough to cover 
the rage. This will color from three to five 
pounds, according to shade. Wash rags in dye, 
wring out and air; wash again till color sets. 
Probably half an hour’s wringing and airing 
will make the color deep enough. Rinse thor- 
oughly. Dry in the shade. This will color 
woolen as well ag cotton, 

DARK BROWN WITH CATECHU—Woolen 
or cotton will not fade. Five pounds goods: 
Catechu, one-half pound; bichromate of potash 


and blue vitriol, each two ounces. Make dye 


of catechu and vitriol with plenty of water to 
cover the goods, for half an hour stirring and 
lifting with two sticks. Wring out; make a 
dye of the bichromate of potash, dip goods in 
it for fifteen minutes or till the color suits.

Improvement of the eight mile course over 
which the fourth annual Elgin road races 
will be held at Aug. 29 and 30, is expected to 
add several miles an hour to the speed of the 
contesting cars.

In 
former races the drivers have been compelled to 
shut off several hundred feet from the corner in 
order to make the sharp right angled turn into the 
west leg of the course. 


Curve to Replace Sharp Turn. 
Under the plan adopted by the Elgin Automobile 
Race association and approved by the Chicago 
Automobile club, which is joint promoter of the 
races, the right angled turn will be done away with. 
In its place will be in easy, sweeping curve which 


will start in at the foot of the slope just east of | 


McQueen's corner, The removal of the grade and 
sharp turn, together with the fact that the corner 
will be shortened. by several hundred feet, will add 
from three to five. miles an hour to the speed, and 
also will lersen the danger to the drivers. 

As à resuit of the changes, the average speed 
for the 305 miles of the races is expected to be about 
seventy-two or seventy-three miles an hour. Man- 
ager Jencks stated yesterday that the alterations 
will necessitate a complete resurvey of the course.
